Former Dictator, 17 Fascist 
« 
Leaders Shot; Body Spat 
Upon And Cursed 


By The Associated Press. 
MILAN, April 30—Spat upon and cursed, the body of Benito Musso­ 
lini was the object today of the vengeful wrath of the Italian people 
whom he had promised a place in the sun, but had led instead to 
defeat and misery. 
The former Italian dictator, his beautiful young mistress, Ciaretta 
PeUccI, and 17 Fascist leaders 
were shot to death by Italian Patri 
ct* at Oollano de Messengers, near 
Como, Saturday afternoon 
Taken prisoner was Mussolini's 
war minister, RudoWo Gras tan ai 
Mussolini and his followers wert 
attempting to flee to Swltseriand. 
Orasiani declared he sought to give 
himself up. 
There was no forma] trial and 
after the executions at 4:10 p. rn. 
the bodies were piled into a track 
and brought to Milan for public 
exhibition. 
Sunday the corpse of the 01-year- 
old former dictator was hung by 
the heels in the Plassa Qulndlct 
Martin in Milan. 
By his side was

There is this thing about the Russian attitude 
which may ba looked at openly, because that Is 
obviously the way the Russians feel about It. 
The International prestige of the Soviet Union, 
though established by its m ilitary succees la the 
wa*, never has been established In diplomacy. It 
It necessary to remember that Russian pride was 
Injured during and after World War I and the 
events leading up to World War II by a succes­ 
sion of diplomatic affronts that can’t be forgot­ 
ten easily. It was not until tbs close of IMI that 
tim United States even recognised the present 
government of Russia. In the Munloh accord, 
which was to prove of vital concern to Russian 
•aourlty, tha partition of Osechoslorakla bras 
arranged without even tha formality of notion 
to Moeoow. 
Today, lf Foreign Commissar Molotor, acting 
on behalf of n government which Mtabllsbed 
Itself m n major power against strong Inter­ 
national opposition, stem s to bo pressing n 
little too bord to ostahlUh his government’s pres­ 
tige, his notion to understandable. It dots not 
belong In tho to w n ie of sweetness and light, 
but neither does the problem of finding a better 
way to oottlo disputes than meas murder and 
destruction. Perhaps lf a little pepper Is added 
to tho honey, It will be a reminder that bland 
and pious agreements almost never mean any­ 
thing anyway.

The evidence all point* the same way—to 
the Incontrovertible fact that nation*, not In­ 
dividual*, ara responsible for crime* that nation* 
commit.

The President's Health 
I 
T IS now possible to discuss 
the matter of the president’s 
health objectively. No personali­ 
ties are Involved. “National Se­ 
curity’’ cannot ba used as a slo­ 
gan to obscure thought and sup­ 
press discussion. 
We must start with tha ethics 
In the case. The president's phy­ 
sician la often an army or an 
navy officer. Mr. Roosevelt’s was 
a naval officer, Vice Adm. Ross T. 
Mclntlre. 
Aa a physician, he Is bound to 
keep the state of his patient's 
health and fitness secret lf the 
patient so desires. As a naval of­ 
ficer, drawing a salary from the 
American people, ha la under ob­ 
ligation to protect tha country and 
ita people. 
Hare la a conflict In tha realm 
of ethics In which, a determining 
law being wanting, on* man’s Judg­ 
ment and opinion la as good as 
another’s. Th* president’* physi­ 
cian may feel that he Is ethically 
bound to pursue hi* patient’s wish- 
m , but th* people have tha right 
to know that their president is 
suffering from a cardiac ailment, 
that arterlo-eclerosls is endanger­ 
ing his life and slowing up his ef­ 
fectiveness, that he has had a 
thrombosis which has affected bls 
hearing and his speech. I am not 
referring to any particular presi­ 
dent This Is a hypothetical diag­ 
nosis, if you please. 
Aa regards Mr. Roosevelt, his 
physician, reported April 4, 1944, 
May 22, 1944, June 8, 1944, Oct. 
12,

health was satisfactory. 
The October report was made 
prior to the presidential election, 
In th* midst of th* campaign and 
contains th* phrase, “The presi­ 
dent's health is perfectly O. K.”

Roosevelt’s illness and the sup­ 
pression of th* reports or th* dis­ 
tortions of reports, lf there were 
any. Nor do I accuse Dr. Mclntir* 
of wrong conduct He Is first of 
all a physician and bas a right to 
follow the medical coda of ethics.

HAT I do "uggeat is that there 
ought to be a public policy 
of this subject and an act of con­ 
gress making It obligatory for tha 
truth of the president’s health to 
be made known by a responsible 
public officer charged with that 
duty. 
There ought to bo no option in 
the matter at all. Any sensible 
person has a check-up at least 
once a year. Many corporations 
require their officers to undergo 
medical inspection at stated per­ 
iods. The army and navy require 
It. Why not tbs president of tha 
United States? 
It was Impossible for congress 
or the citizens to act as long ss 
Mr. Roosevelt wa* president with­ 
out involving a technical question 
In the personalities of politics. 
Today, an objective approach Is 
possible and whatever formula Is 
accepted becomes a normal pro­ 
cedure of the Whits House. Cir- 
talnly the obligation of a literally 
truthful statement concerning th* 
health of the president ought not 
to be left to th* private Judgment 
of his physician, for tha president 
Ie not a private parson and his 
life Is not exclusively bls own 
business. 
And no one who aspires to that 
office ought to insist on a divorce 
of hi* private 
and 
publio Ufa.

They make no effort to uphold 
th* Hague method#. 
They know 
and admit that his rule Is as clear 
an example of th* abrogation eft 
real democracy at can ha imagined. 
They do not deny that Hague 
rule is a terrific burden to Jersey 
City taxpayers. 
But Mr. Hague 
can deUvsr a lot of votes In na­ 
tional and elate elections for can­ 
didates whom th* C.I.O. wants In 
stat* and national office. 
Bo those leaders pass over their 
schools, hospitals, playgrounds, po­ 
ne* and housing to tbs boss, ba- 
caus* that boss, p j some means, 
delivers votes to someone who will 
vote for labor measures In con­ 
gree* and execute those measures 
on th* administrative side of gov­ 
ernment. 
That Is why Jersey City Is head­ 
ed for a smashing Hague victory 
In th* municipal election May 8. 
In th* neighboring city of New­ 
ark. a revolt against bad and ex­ 
pensive government Is going on at 
th* sam* tim*. 
And in Newark. 
aa In Jersey City, labor leaders are 


supporting bad government en th* 
same ground a* that alleged In Jer­ 
sey City. Th* outcome of the vote 
there is not predictable, but H re­ 
form loses, it will ba due to th* 
failure of labor to support reform. 
These two cltiee Illustrate a situ­ 
ation quite general in this country. 
Big cities ar* losing population, in­ 
dustry, wealth and intelligent lead­ 
ership to smaller cities which offer 
better conditions for living. 
They ar* losing because, through 
the ahort-etfhted policies of many 
labor leaders and th* still more 
Short-sighted policies of local poli­ 
ticians. th* Independence, the lo­ 
cal pride and tha general welfare 
of local government ar* being sac­ 
rificed to national policies and lh- 
tares ta. 
Great blocs of federal money 
have been handed to begging dtles 
In the last 12 years. 
In return, 
great blocs of votes have bean 
handed back la national election*. 
The net result has been a shame­ 
ful deterioration In community life 
through 
bad 
local 
government. 
That a part, at least, of this de­ 
cline la dua to labor politics la per­ 
fectly clear. 
When Lincoln Stiffens surveyed 
our cities 40 years ago, he put 
most of th# blame for their de­ 
cline on big business. Now big la­ 
bor must bear Its share of the re­ 
sponsibility.

A N IMPORTANT feature In many 
a a houHoe Is the newel post, which 
is slated to go out of fashion In 
the post-war world, along with a 
lot of other things that made lire 
comfortable. 
If designers would use their en­ 
ergy to make better newel posts. 
Instead of to put old ones out of 
fashion, everybody would be hap­ 
pier. Because the newel post, pro­ 
perly designed and used, la a great 
step-saver, 
A newel post worthy of the name 
la flat on top and stands, of course. 
at the bottom of the stairway, 
where newel posts have been stand­ 
ing for hundreds of years—at the 
transfer point for things on they 
way upstairs and things on their 
way downstairs. 
There are women in this country 
who can balance a laundry basket- 
full of clean clothes on a newel 
post eight inches squabs and do 
this year in and year out without 
losing a single article. 
All that thousands of adults now 
active In all walks of life know 
about putting things off until to­ 
morrow they learned as children 
by piling books on newel posts, 
with the good Intention of tsking 
them upstairs to ba put away, or 
perhaps with the good intention of 
putting them away downstairs—to­ 
morrow. 
For decades the most logical 
place in a well-ordered house to look 
for a common pin, a safety pin, a 
needle, a bottle of Iodine, a cigaret 
lighter or th* key to the back door 
has been the newel post. “Where 
would you expect to find a thing 
Uke that, stupid?” 
A newel post worthy of the name 
is capable of holding two pairs or 
shoes, half a dozen pairs of clean 
socks, the new tube of toothpaste 
on Its way home from the drug 


store, a comb being returned to an 
upstairs bedroom, a 
handful of 
nails on their way to the basement. 
a magazine, a roll of adhesive 
tape, a half-dozen stick matches 
and an electric light bulb. 
It la an Ideal place to hang a 
hat, or a garment that somebody 
is too busy to take where it be­ 
longs. There never was a better 
place to leave notes to other mem­ 
bers of the family. Instructions 
for starting supper while the lady 
of tho house Is on her way home 
and letters which must be mailed 
without fall. 
This Is true, however, only of 
newel posts that are flat on top. 
Tho fact Is many posts were mad* 
with wooden ornam ents on top and 
never have been good for anything. 
However, tho ornam ent can be 
knocked off with a hatchet, which 
has happened In tom e cases, and 
In th* well designed house of the 
future, lf designers are on their 
toes, all newel posts will be five 
feet square, surrounded by railings, 
and fitted with bins and pigeon­ 
holes for the miscellany of stuff 
that pauses there momentarily In 
the course of a lifetime.

The answer to that quectlon Is 
contained in letters written to their 
husbands, sons and sweethearts 
aud recovered from along the Ruer 
river front 
The general impression given by 
these letters Is that the women of 
Germany are Intensely war weary, 
hut will do nothing to accelerate 
the end of the war. 
All spirit seems to have left 
their 
tired 
bodies. 
They 
have 
neither the will to wage war nor 
the will to bring the fighting to 
an end. They are exhausted. 
The following letters were pick­ 
ed st random and are typical.

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Deficiency Signs 
Held Difficult To 
Discern In Child 


Indications Of Disorders Do 


Not Develop As Rapidly 


As With Grownups 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D.

The diagnosis and treatment of 
deficiency diseases are more diffi­ 
cult in children than in grownups. 
This is so because the signs of de­ 
ficiency disorders ordinarily seen 
in adults, such as headache and 
mental depression, do not develop 
as quickly in children. 
A deficiency disease Is a disorder 


due to a lack of various substances 
in the diet. The substances most 
likely to be lacking are the vita­ 
mins. 


Doctor Tom D. Spies and his co­ 
workers of Alabama studied 200 
children who had evidences of de­ 
ficiency disorders. 
The diets of the mothers of 


these children had been poor dur­ 
ing the child bearing and nursing 
periods. Frequently the milk sup­ 
ply of the mothers was scanty. 
The children 
were breast fed 


for several years rather than the 
usual nine-month period and the 
diet was supplemented with such 
things as 
corn 
bread, 
biscuits 


syrup and grits, all of which foods 
are rich in starches and sugars 
but low in other necessary food 
parts. 
Underweight, Underdeveloped 
The deficiencies were evidenced 


in these children by irritability, 
poor appetite, sleeplessness, tired­ 
ness and mental dullness. 


The children were unable to con 


centrale on their work and had 
poor school records. Most of them 
were underweight and underdevel 
oped. 
Many of the early signs of defi­ 
ciency in the children studied by 
Doctor Spies and bis co-workers 
were like those which occur in 
grownups. 
These included loss of appetite, 
loss of strength and weight, sleep­ 
lessness, tiredness, headache, burn­ 
ing and itching of the eyes, burn­ 
ing and soreness of the tongue and 
lips, pain in the abdomen and diar­ 
rhea and constipation. 
There 
was 
also 
pain 
in 
the 
arms and legs. The muscles larked 
strength and the skin was often 
dry and wrinkled. Tests of the 
urine showed that the amounts of 
riboflavin, niacin and thiamin, all 
parts of the B-complex, were re­ 
duced. 
A positive diagnosis of deficien­ 
cy discase was made in the chil­ 
dren only when changes in the tis­ 
sues characteristic of the deficien­ 
cy were present. 
Vitamins Cleared Up Disturbances 


For example, when there were 
peeling of the lips, cracking of the 
corners of the mouth and scaling 
about the nose, with sore tongue. 
it was evident that the children 
had a riboflavin deficiency. 
Of the 200 selected children, al­ 
most 150 had such a riboflavin de­ 
ficiency 
of niacin, 
and 
16 
had 
signs of a lack bf thiamin. Some 
of the children had symptoms of 
more than one deficiency. 
When the right vitamins were 
a d m I n I s t e red. the disturbances 
clearcnI up promptly. In some in-1 
stances, the vitamins were given to 
nursing infants. In others, the vlt-| 
amins were given to the mothers j 
who were breast-feeding the ba- 
blcs. 
Great 
care 
must 
be 
used 
in 
planning the diet of the pregnant 
woman aud of tho woman who is 
nursing her baby and, of course, 
proper foods should be given the 
various deficiency disorders from 
developing.

“ The chimney should then be so 
designed that no framing or other 
combustible material Is closer than 
two Inches to its exterior surface. 
At all the openings where the chim­ 
ney passes through the floors, the 
space between the floor construc­ 
tion and the chimney should be fill­ 
ed with rock wool, or any other fire- 
resistant material, to prevent pas­ 
sage of fire from one story to an­ 
other. 
“Locate smoke pipes not less 
than one foot from any combust­ 
ible construction and do not per­ 
mit them to p ass through floors 
or partitions. 
Smoke pipes should 
be of heavy sheet Iron and it la 
preferable to use a nonmetallic 
pipe to avoid rust." 
“ The top of the chimney should 
be at least two feet above the 
highest part of the roof.

Education association,” has decid­ 
ed to change its name to “American 
Education Fellowship” and to shift 
from emphasis on the child to em­ 
phasis on the community. What­ 
ever the reasons may be, the ex­ 
treme doctrines related to this 
movement hae been exposed to 
considerable criticism and ridicule 
during jih cut years. 
Granted that some of is criti­ 
cisms have been unwarranted, the 
movement has jarred us out of 
some ruts and has, In my Judg­ 
ment made some lasting contribu­ 
tions of basic worth. 
Emphasis On Understanding 
It has put strong emphasis on 
efforts at understanding of the 
child as a feeling, growing person. 
. and an individual different from all 
other individuals. It has recognised 
wide 
individual 
differences and 
the place of emotions in learning— 
of how hampering emotions retard 
learning and favorable emotions 
promote learning. 
It has correctly assumed that the 
child caji think and speak most ef­ 
fectively when comfortable. It has 
made a notable contribution to men­ 
tal hygiene in the classroom. It 
has induced teachers and parents 
to find ways to make considerable 
learning interesting. It has empha­ 
sised ci\ aliveness in education and 
social cooperation In the school 
ami home. 
Wilt tho foregoing principles and 
objectives of “progressive educa­ 
tion” few can have any quarrel; 
for them, most ars grateful. Yet it 
bas been the extrema emphasis by 
some persons in ways of applying 
these principles and arriving st 
these Objectives which bars invited 
wide, 
severe 
and 
often 
unjust 
criticism on the sntlrs movement. 
Fail Ts Settle Down 
It is apparent that in all too 
many classrooms where “progres­ 
sive education” hee gone to ex­ 
tremes. children have not learned 
to settle down to mastery of essen­ 
tial skills and facts with accuracy. 
All too few children ara learning 
a t school a passion for precision. 
Concentrating 
and 
learning 
by 
heart. 
These are necessary for success 
•a tbs upper grades, high school 
a n i collage bvt often have been 


seriously slighted hi the elementary 
grades. 
Besides, ever so assay 
teachers who do not understand 
the basic philosophy of “progres­ 
sive education,’’ and have not been 
properly trained in its application, 
have supposed falsely, that hand 
and foot work always pre-suppoae 
head work. During their actirity, 
many children have not learned 
enough Inner response and self­ 
control to calm down sufficiently 
to do hard mental work. 
While some good has sIbo come 
to the home from “progressive ed­ 
ucation,” it is there that extreme 
theories of “progressivism” have 
been most destructive, I think. 
Parents’ Misconception 
Most parents seem to believe 
that progressive methods of op- 
bringing require that: 
(I) 
The 
child should first of all “have free­ 
dom of expression,” that restraint 
would warp hts personality; 
(2) 
tho child should not be required to 
do what he does re t want to do. 
Parents must be skillful enough 
to make washing dishes, scrubbing 
floors, peeling potatoes and the 
like so alluring that the youngster 
just can’t re3lot from wanting to 
do them; (3) that parents can’t 
teach 
ideals 
with 
words, 
but 
through immediate situations only. 
More than anybody else. I think, 
the extremist in “progrojrsive edu­ 
cation” Is responsible for tho lack 
of emphasis en direct character 
education in recent years, in school 
and home. If what I have already 
said be true, then tbs extreme doc­ 
trines of this progressive move­ 
ment, so widely accepted through­ 
out America, especially among the 
intelligentsia 
must 
have 
made 
some contribution to our national 
disgrace of mounting Juvenile de­ 
linquency.

Baby can’t explain what hurts 
him when he is distressed, so it 
is up to mother to be constantly 
alert. 
While baby is still In the hospit­ 
al, a constant health sigil is kept, 
especially

mother must learn to recognize 
symptoms. 
To assist the doctor, if baby 
becomes ill, mother should record 
his temperature every four hours 
and not be disturbed lf it fluctu­ 
ates as often in the case with 
young babies.

She also should note any sign of 
rash, its color, the part of the 
body where it first appeared and 
where and how quickly it spread. 
AH these signs help the doctor 
make his diagnosis. 
Take particular pains to see 
that baby doesn't infect himself by 
scratching itching parts.

If necessary, fasten cardboard 
tubes to his sleeves so that he 
cannot bent his elbows. Apply an 
antiseptic baby oil to the skin to 
prevent and soothe itching.

Navy Hospital Speeds Its Annex 
As Babies Reach IOO Per Month 


C A R P E N T E R , United Press J8taff W riter 
PH ILA DBLPHIA—A navy doctor in the maternity ward of a hos­ 
pital here picked up the phone. An excited marine was calling from 
Australia. Was his wife all right? Was it a boy? 
The doctor smiled and answered 
yes to both questions 
That is the nicest part of the 
Job of LL Comdr. Dean Sheldon 
of Sandusky, O., who heads the 
family dispensary in the massive 
naval hospital hero. 
And Dr. Sheldon has quite 
Job, for a navy baby boom now is 
logging more than IOO infants 
month. 
That’s why a family annex Is 
being built next to the large white 
hospital. This annex, which should 
be completed by June, will have 
145 beds, delivery rooms, labora­ 
tories and the family dispensary 
“Two years ago we were having 
only 12 deliveries a month,” Dr. 
Sheldon 
said. 
"Then 
last 
year 
there were 800 new babies. Now 
that number is increasing to more 
than IOO a month.” 
No longer Is a floor at a local 
hospital adequate to care for the 
dependents of the men of the 
U. S. navy, coast guard and ma 
lines. 
And the waiting room of the dis 
pensary In the navy hospital Is 
getting crowded with 3.800 patients 
each month. About one-third of 
these patients are maternity cases. 
The reason for the sudden baby 
boom is anybody’s guess. For one 
thing, the navy's size has skyrock 
eted. Then, it partly may be caused 
by the inexpensive treatment which 
Is available. 
There is no charge for the nine 
months of prenatal care, averag 
tag a visit every three weeks to 
the dispensary. The cost comes 
with hospital charges 
This usually runs from ISO to 
175. Enlisted personnel may bor 
row the sum from the navy relief 
and pay back, without interest, 
over a long period of time. 
With 
the 
new 
family 
annex, 
hospital costs will be well below 
the present level. And when the 
price goes down, the navy birth 
rate may go up another notch. Al­ 
ready Dr. Sheldon and his five 
a«sistant doctors are kept busy 
all day and two physicians busy 
•ll night. 
The navy doctors administer ail 
kinds of deliveries—twilight sleep, 
continuous casual, Caesarean and 
just a regular delivery. Navy wives 
are allowed to choose—along with 
the doctor's recommendation—the 
type of delivery they prefer. 
It’s the job of LL (Jg) Kathryn 
Coxsey 
of Houston, 
Tex., 
top 
nurse ta the dispensary, to see 
that navy wives reach the hospital 
In time for delivery. 8o far, not a 
single baby has been delivered in 
a taxicab or a waiting-room. 
”1 guess navy babies just walt 
until time to report,” she laughed. 
It’a also her job to keep track 
of the hundreds of patients who 
pass through the dispensary daily. 
During 1944, the total was 30,000. 
Besides 
the 
maternity 
cases. 
about one-third of the patients are 
children who are treated for vari­ 
ous aliments and may receive all 
kinds of Inoculations. 
The other third are miscellany 
oui cases with everything from 
•kin rash to appendicitis. 
Naturally, many unusual cases 
come through the dispensary, but 
the navy nurse chuckled, “so many 
are unusual that nothing seems 
unusual any more’*.

Your doctor probably will tell 
you that you ran accomplish this 
by putting baby on a light diet, in­ 
creasing his liquid Intake and ad­ 
justing his clothing and bedding 
| to meet weather changes.

Of TwoTypesIn 
Early Childhood 


‘Mobile And Rigid’ Varieties 
Cited; Treatment For 
Each Case Outlined

W hen

walk, It often la noted that the foot 
turn* outward. 
Tills la doe to a 
lack of control or power In the 
lee muscle*, together with nome 
looseness of the ligam ents which 
eapport the ankle. 
A habit of turning the feet in­ 
ward at dais age la common. Thla 
la a device on the chlld'a part to 
aaalat the weak muscles, to raise 
the Inner border of the foot and 
help try to support the body weight 
norm ally. 
The habit should be encouraged 
until the need for It is p a st Then 
It will be f o u n d that the child 
w alks with the feet parallel. 
Often It will appear that a child 
has flat feet which turn outward 
when the condition la due only to 
the presence of a large fat pad on 
the sole of the foot. 
Condition Not Abnormal 
None of these conditions Is ab­ 
normal. 
However, many children 
do develop true flatfoot. The feet 
turn outward during walking and 
•landing and the arch also Is flat­ 
tened. 
The flatfoot may be one 
of two types. 
The first Is known 
as mobile flatfoot and the second 
aa rigid flatfoot. 
The mobile type may be brought 
on by m uscular weakness, loose­ 
ness or weakness of the ligaments 
or the 
wearing of poor quality 
•hoes. 
In the rigid type, the rldiglty or 
•tiffness may be due to scar-like 
tissue, to bony changes or to spasm 
of the muscles. 
In cases of mobile flatfoot, treat 
ment consists of restoring the nor 
mal shape of the foot by using 
shoes which correct the weight 
bearing position of the feet. 
The shoe, in these instances, is 
one with a raised inner border of 
the bael, 
Often the upper part of 
the shoe also Is stiffened. The sec­ 
ond part of the treatm ent consists 
of training the muscles to hold the 
foot at the proper position. 
Must Be Used Daily 
Exercises 
should 
be employed 
under the directions of a physi­ 
cian 
The exercises m ust be used daily 
•v e r a long period of time In order 
to obtain perm anent results. 
In rigid flatfoot, some type of 
operative treatm ent Is usually nec­ 
essary. 
Manipulation of the foot 
after the child has been put to 
sleep with an anesthetic, followed 
* by the use of a cast Is employed 
when the trouble Is due to fibrous 
or scar-like tissue. 
When the condition Is produced 
by bony changes, an operation Is 
seeded. 
When the trouble Is due 
to spasm, an operation Is also the 
Method of treatm ent employed. 
Fiat feet may be painful and dis­ 
abling 
Hence, children with flat 
feet should be treated promptly 
and properly.

The safest and surest way to 
help a nervous child who is not a 
medical case, U for the parents to 
work on them selves to cultivate 
poise with gentle movements and 
soft, quiet voices. The mother, es­ 
pecially. needs to let more things 
go about the house; rest, sleep and 
loll more and find more outlets 
which are satisfying. The whole 
family should be calm and relaxed, 
secure and companionable and hap­ 
py together.

young child, the radio should be 
silent, except for soft, unexciting 
programs; 
nor should the older 
nervous child listen to the exciting 
children's program s on the air.
